Two Royal Air Force officers are} 
actively grooming a giant monoplane 
in which they hope to fly to Cape-| 
town, a distance of 6,000 miles from | 
the airport in England, and beat the, 
one-hop distance record now held by. 
the United States civil pilots, Board- 
man and Polando, who flew from New 
York to Istanbul, Turkey, aboard their | 
’plane ‘‘Cape Cod.” 

The men, Squadron-Leader Oswald | 
R. Gayford and Flight-Lieutenant | 
Bett, hope to take off about the mid- | 
dle of December, On their flight they | 
will have the assistance of a robot’ | 
pilot, a complicated affair of gyro-. 
scopic stabilizers which automatically , 
holds a 'plane on a set course in still 
air, 

They will be required to pilot when- 
ever they run into cross winds, as 
the “robot” has not yet been developed 
to a point where it can take care of 
deviations in course forced upon the 
plane by the elements. 

While one man pilots, the other 
may sleep, if he desires, on a lounge 
arranged behind the pilot’s cockpit. 
The 'plane is a Fairey monoplane 
equipped with a single Napier Lion

Samples of this year’s western 
Canada grain crop, on which the 
prices offered by British and European 
traders will partly be based, have, 
reached Montreal from Winnipeg and | 
will be shipped immediately to most | 
of the British and continental grain 
exchanges. 

The samples were prepared at the) 
office of the chief grain inspector at 
Winnipeg and are contained in strong 
close woven bags. 

These samples were shipped by the 
Board Grain‘ Commissioners and are 
billed to the grain exchanges and 
grain trade associations in Germany, 
Holland, Italy, Belgium, France, Eng- 
land, Ireland and Scotland. 

The samples, which are made up| 
annually by the western grain stand- 
ards committee in Winnipeg, contain 
grain from practically every district 
in the prairie west and give a fair in-| 


dication of the quality of wheat which |

the filling of large orders. Specimens 
of each grade are included, and be- 
fore shipment is authorized each

Royal Tea Party 
When Mahatma Gandhi, wearing a 
loin cloth and shawl, left Buckingham 
Palace after a chat with the King, he 

said: 

“The King and Queen were most 
friendly and gracious. I also liked 
the Prince of Wales.” 

The Prince had come by airplane 
from Liverpool to attend the stately 
tea party at the royal palace, to 
which about 600 guests were invited. 

Beforé the function was half, over 
Mr. Gandhi abruptly left the palace, 
for‘he has ho patience with social 
gatherings, and the conversation usual | 
on such occasions bores him. 

The Mahatma showed none of the) 
signs of awe frequently manifested | 
by the subjects of the King. Rather, 
he comported himself with the Orien- 
tal placidity that is so strong a factor 
in his character. 

The guests were not required to 
make any obeisance before the King 
and Queen. Such a gesture would have 
been distasteful to the Nationalist 
leader.

Gandhi appeared dazed as his bée- 
spectacled eyes swept over the regal

Britishers. Plan To 
Reach High Altitede 


Two Brothers Will Carry Scientific 
Observer and Rad‘o 


Plans for a_ British attempt to 
reach a height of 15 or 17 miles above 
the earth’s surface with the world's 
largest balloon are nearing comple- 
tion, it has been learned. 

The attempt is to be made in the 
interests of scientific research and 
the projéct is being undertaken by 
two brothers, Eustace and, Oswald 
Short, pioneers of aircraft manufac- 
turing in England, at present work- 
ing out final details at their factory 
at Rochester, Kent. 

The balloon in which the attempt 
will be made will be the biggest in 
the world and it will carry a crew of 
three. Eustace Short, one of the most 
experienced balloonists in the world, 
having made more than 600 ascents; 
probably his brother, Oswald, and a 
scientific observer. 

The crew will be accommodated in 
a circular hermetically sealed metal 
chamber or hollow globe, constructed 
of light weight aluminum alloy which 
will be susjended beneath the balloon 
and equipped with every device of 
modern science and every necessary 
modern instrument. 

An unusual feature will be the pow- 
erful but extremely light wireless in- 
stallation, enabling the exploration 
party, even when many miles above 
the earth, to keep in regular com- 
munication with ground stations. It 
will be the first wireless experiment 
from tremendous heights as between 
a mobile aerial station and widely 
separated receiving points. 


Explosion Of Meteor 


Peculiar Phenomena Occurs In South- 
ern Manitoba Area 

Flashes like lightning and crashing 

peals that sounded like thunder mark- 

ed what is described as the explosion 


of a meteor over south Manitoba the 


other day. 
The explosion was heard and the 
flashes were seen by people in towns 


as much as 40 miles apart, and re- 


ports have been received from Mor- 
den, Pilot Mound and Altona, while 
some residents of Winnipeg declare 
they were startled by the crashing 
detonation, though they did not see 
any flashes accompanying it. 

Reports of the phenomena have 
been investigated by Prof. V. W. Jack- 
son. He stated that it-was apparent 
from calculations he had made on the 
velocity witli which light and sound 


|travel that the meteor had exploded 


twelve miles up in the air. 

No meteoric substances in the form 
of “bolts’’ had been found in the area 
over which the explosion, which was 
marked by at least three detonations 
occurred, Prof. Jackson stated, and 
the showers of substance into which 
the meteor had been shattered had, 
therefore, evidently been reduced to 
the finest of powder by the friction of 
the air when falling to the earth. — 
Manitoba Free Press.

Strengthening wheat prices and im- 
proved demand for that cereal indi- 
elite that the international situation 
is dlarifying and the two-year decline 
in prices is at an end. The uneco- 
homic depths to which wheat. sank 
had the direct result of reducing 
acreage to the extent of some 14,000,- | 
000 acres in Canada, Ynited States, 
Australia and Argentina, and weath- 
er Conditions have created a further 
reduction in prodtction so that it! 
now seems apparent that the world’s 
surplus will be drastically reduced be- 
fore the end of the crop year. 

The world movement of wheat for 
the present crop year has averaged 
around 16,250,000 bushels weekly. ; 
Thu; demand is running higher by al 
million and a quarter bushels weekly 
than the early estimates of Mr. 
Broomhall, well known British wheat | 
authority. The healthy demand is due 
to tow carryovers in importing coun- 
tries and the comparatively poor 
quality of the current European crop. 
Non-European countries have pur- 
chased nearly 39,000,000 bushels of | 
wheat so far this crop year, which is’ 
14,000,000 bushels greater than the 
purchases for the same period last! 
year. 

At th: present time the attention 
of millers and traders is centred in‘ 
the United States’ winter wheat area. 
There is no doubt that the wheat pros- 
pect there is not encouraging insofar 
as large production is concerned. The 
official estimate of winter wheat seed- 
ing will not be available for a month 
and a half, but private observers pre- 
dict at least a 16 per cent. reduction 
in acreage. Last year United States’ 
winter wheat area averaged 19 
bushels to the acre, on 40,000,000 
acres. Winter killing was com- 
paratively trivial because of the ideal 
condition of the crop as it went into | 
the winter, and the favorable winter | 
weather. The crop this year will go, 
into the winter season under very| 
poor conditions and greater winter! 
kifling may be anticipated. 

On the whole, the world wheat pic- 
ture looks a lot brighter at the pres- 
eat time. ‘Dealers show a confidence! 
which has been absent for the past | 
two years and there is always more, 
inclination to buy on a rising market: 
than in the face of falling prices.

small vote it is doubtful if he af- 
fected the ultimate decision very 
much either way. 

It is significant that in the first 
test of public opinion since the pro- 
vincial - elections in June 1930, the 
growing revolt against class admin- 
istration was very much in evidence. 
At the general election, a majority 
of the votes cast was polled for gov- 
ernment op’ but owing to the 
creation of so many lightly-populated 
rural ridings, the Farmer adminis- 
tration won by a fair majority of 
house seats. It will requir® the rep- 
etition of several more Red Deer re- 
verses seriously to endanger the 
continued occupancy by Farmer mem- 
bers. 

Apart from the pronounced class 
bias of its general record, and the 
alarming increase in the provincial 
debt, during the past decade, the 
Brownlee government is losing sup- 
porters steadily through its failure 
to sponser legislation to improve 
business conditions. It has pursued 
u mistaken policy of nursing one in- 
dustry and neglecting all others. In- 
stead of developing general indusi- 
ry throughout the province to pro- 
vides steady work and a steady 
payroll for its people, its policy has 
loaded on the taxpayers an indebt- 


edness of several million dollars on] 


account of costly social services and 
at least $300,000, according to the 
Premier, because of _ ill-considered 
financial support to different agri- 
cultural credit societies. On top of 
everything else, there is a provincial 
deficit this-year of $2,306,581. 

Even staunch agrarian friends ef 
the administration are beginning to 
admit that ‘it is time for a change 
of government, in view of the fact 
that we are entering upon a period of 
restricted public credit. In recent 
years the Brownlee ministry have 
been allowed to disregard the fact 
that taxes, like freight rates, are 
something which -are almost incap- 
able of adjustment to price-declines 
in periods of depression. At a time 
when the taxpayers or the province 
are just emerging from one of the 
worst and longest depressions in 
their history, the government is ex- 
ploring the field to see where it can 
increase taxation. There has been 
mo talk of cutting the cost of govern- 
ment and the only hint of retrench- 
ment so far has been in. connection 
with unemployment relief, the last 
place in which it should be applied 
in a time of pronounced distress.

Carnegie Cérporation Has Set Apart 
$75,000 For This Purpose 

Through the generosity of the Car- 
negie Corporation in setting apart 
$75,000 for the purpose; the Royal 
Society of Canada has been enabled 
to create 10 annual fellowships each 
of the value of $1,500 for a period 
of five years. 

The council of the society met in 
Ottawa under the chairmanship of Sir 
Robert Falconer when a draft of the 
regulations for the fellowships was 
submitted and will be further consid- 
ered, 

These fellowships are designed to 
encourage among young Canadians of 
exceptional ability and promise in 
original research toward the advance- 
ment of human knowledge. They 
will be open on equal terms to men 
and women, and will enable them to 
carry on special work in their partic- 
ular field at world-famous institutions 
in various parts of the world. 

A candidate will be expected to 
have obtained the degree of master 
of arts or its equivalent, or prefer- 
ably to have completed a year’s work 
beyond that degree. The fellowships 
will be open to students in each of the 
natural sciences as well as in history, 
anthropology, political economy, so- 
clology and allied subjects, in French 
as well as in English. 

The awarding of fellowships will be 
in the hands of a board created by 
the Royal Society of Canada from 
among its members. 


Study Of Lynchings 
Commission Finds That Doubt Of 
Guilt Exists In Half Of Cases 
Conclusions that two of the 21 per- 
sons lynched in 1930 “certainly” were 
innocent and 11 others “possibly” so, 
were advanced by the southern com- 
mission at Atlanta, Ga., on the study 
of lynching along with a criticism of 

hasty trials and “legal lynchings.” 

The commission listed as findings 
of a year’s survey that: 

‘Fewer than one-fourth of the per- 
sons lynched since 1890 have been ac- 
cused of assaults upon white women. 

Claim that lynchings are necessary 
because courts do not convict negroes 
for their crimes are fallacious. 

Mob leaders can be identified with- 
out difficulty although grand indict- 
ments seldom are brought. 

Lynching is most frequent per tens 
of thousands of negro population in 
sparsely settled areas. 

There is a direct relationship be- 
tween lack of education, low econ- 
omic status and lynching danger.

municipalities would be’ cancelled. In- 
ability of the municipalities to collect 
taxe8, he said, could only result in the 


discontinuance or curtailment of essen- 


tial municipal services, while, contin- 
uance under government control 
would virtually mean abolition of lo- 
cal self-government without arfy re- 
lease from taxation, The full text of 
the statement, which is a significant 
and important one in the present 
juncture, follows: 

“The ‘Government has _ received 
many letters having to do with the 
payment of taxes. Some of our cor- 
respondents suggest that there is a 
feeling abroad in some rural districts 
that a large percentage of the taxes 
due to rural municipalities by the 
ratepayers will be cancelled or wiped 
out in some manner. It is pointed out 
that this feeling is having a’very bad 
effect on tax collections, 

“A little consideration will show 
that such a course of action is im- 
possible. There is no manner whereby 
taxes can be wiped out or dispensed 
with. The taxes paid by our people 
to their munieipalities are spent on 
five main items: 

1. To assist in maintaining schools. 

2. To assist in operating our san- 
atoria. 

8. To pay for municipal telephone 
debentures. 

4. To pay interest and principal 
payments due on indebtedness owing 
by municipalities. 

5. To pay for municipal hail insur- 
ance where same exists. 

“Taxes are levied to maintain these 
services because the ratepayers of 
each municipality voted in favor of 
having these services. It is agreed) 
that a considerable number of our, 
rural municipalities are incumbered 
with debt on account of their expendi- | 
tures for relief purposes, but it must 
be remembered that these relief ex- 
penditures were exceptional as_ the! 
times are exceptional. 

“Tf municipalities cannot collect 
their own taxes because of a disinclin- 
ation of its residents to pay them, 
then these services which their own 
ratepayers voted in favor of having 
cannot be carried on. It has been sug- 
gested that they would still be carried 
on by the Government taking over 
the administration of same. If this 
were done, it would mean the aboli- 
tion of local self-government and 
would not decrease the taxes of the 
ratepayers in these rural*areas one 
iota. Money would have to be found 
to maintain such services, whether 
found by the rural municipal councils 
or by the Provincial Government. 
These monies could come from one 
source and from one source only, and 
that is from the pockets of the peo- 
ple and from no other place.

Holding Semi-Annual 
Live Stock Survey 


Dominion Bureau Of Statistics 
nounces Ohange In System 

A new livestock survey is to be 
undertaken by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, particularly of breeding and 
marketing intentions, on December 1 
of this year, it has been announced by 
the Dominion’ Bureau of Statistics. 
Since 1917, an annual survey has been 
made in June, in co-operation with 
the provincial governments, and in 
Yuture years it is intended to continue 
a dual survey basis as at June and 
December 1, and thus secure a per- 
spective of the livestock indusrty 
every six months. 

In every province, except British 
Columbia, cards will be distributed to 
farmers through the rural schools. In 
British Columbia, the cards will be 
mailed direct to farmers for their at- 
tention. In certain areas of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan where rural schools 
are not organized, the livestock asso- 
ciations have co-operated in providing 
mailing lists so that the ranchers may 
be reached directly. The cards will be 
distributed during the latter half of 
November.

Saskatchewan | 
To Be tho Deepest Salt Well In 
the World — 

Recent developments at the Simp- 
Oil, Company Well, 98 miles north- 
west of Regina, and about two miles 
west of Simpson, have resulted in 
giving to Saskatchewan the deepest 
Salt well in the world, 8,445 feet deep, 
With @ brine that comes out of it 98 
per cent. pure, and producing a salt 
with a saturation of 28 per cent. A 
small demonstration plant ifistalled 
at the well has produced some excel- 
lent salt. ; 

In 1926 a company was: organized 
at Simpson for the purpose of drilling 
for oil or gas in the Simpson field. 
Drilling started that year, and in 1981 
the well had reached a depth of 3,445 
feet when a flow of brine was struck. 

Officials of the company have ex- 
amined the ‘possibilities for the sale 
of salt in Saskatchewan, and report 
that Regina alone consumes six tons 
per day. In the province approx- 
imately 70,000 are used every year. 

With the production of salt in this 
well, there opens another possibility, 
the development of the fish canning 
industry in the northern hinterland, 
where no attempt has been made to 
operate because of the high cost of 
salt. Salt is also used in smelters, 
and with the opening of the large 
mineral belt in the north, directors 
of the company express the hope that 
smelters will be erected to refine the 
metals where they are mined. 


The company plans to erect a mod- 
ern salt refining plant at the well, 
and next spring to start another oil 
well two miles east of- the site of 
the oil well, where geologists say the 
top of the structure is located. In 
the meantime salt will be produced 
for commercial purposes.
